“The pres 
ent contract would not be taken seriously 
if offered by a printer to any private 
publishing house.” 

“The report indicates that the state is 
paying for more than it ought to pay,” 
the Governor continues, “although 
misleading character of the present con- 
tract prevents this fact from being gen- 
erally known.”

It is based 
upon precisely the same principle as The 
Hague tribunal, It provides for a set- 
tlement of the real question at issue by 
a resort to the timeshonored methods of 
arbitration. It differs in essential par- 
ticulars from the consolidation act of 
1908, over which the present controversy 
oyiginally arose. 

“The act of 1908 provided for immedi- 
ate consolidation. It interfered with a 
lease the terms of which had been ap- 
proved in 1897 by state authorities, and 
asked the West End stockholders to ex- 
change their guaranteed shares for sec- 
ond preferred stock technically weaker 
in security.

A large part of such courses, he be- 
lieves should be devoted to research and 
other parts to the design and construc- 
tion of flying machines, and there should 
be lectures and instruction from special 
authorities outside the regular staff of 
professors.

PROMISES. A BETTER

Promise of better service than that 
of the last few days was given today by 
the New England Telephone Company, 
although it is expected that toll lines 
will still be somewhat congested owing 
to the fact that so many business men 
are out of the city and transacting 
business over the wires.

PROMISED LAND OF VACATION 


[t may le hardly more than a stone's throw away’ 


> 


HIS vacation served eight people well, 
Says a writer in Suburban Life, but 
its story is worth the telling only be- 


cause it typifies a growing good thing | 


in American life—the vacation near 
home. Half the great majority haven’t 
found out that over the hill, and down 
by the river and up at the pond, and 
along the level road, turning in below 
the bridge, a half, or ‘three, or 30 miles, 
is all-sufficing change and rejuvenation. 

Climb the knoll opposite your door. 
You have lived there 12 years pickling 
your reflections upon the monotony of 
life, and never topped it. Take a blanket; 
you may wish to stay awhile. You of 
the hill, go down to the island in the 
river. It is a new world, as strange and 
inspiriting as another island a thousand 
miles away. 

However small, it is land entirely sur- 
rounded by water, and nurtures. thereby 
a somewhat individual and modified life. 
The general impression given by islands, 


in many of our rivers especially, is one of 
having “gone south.”. The life is almost 
sub-tropical. The upland ferns. are 
hardly recognizable; a child may play 
under them and tie his raft to their 
stems. He is at once in the Indies, under 
the palms—and expects fitting adventure.

W ASHINGTON—A number of changes 
in the national forests of California, Ore- 
gon, Idaho and Wyoming, made in the 
interest of more convenient and econom- 
ical administration and especially of bet- 
ter protection against fire, have just been 
announced. 

These changes have been accomplished 
by President Taft

The only increase in area is in Cali- 
fornia, in which two small additions, in- 
volving a total of a little over 17,000 
acres are made. On the other hand, 
proclamations eliminate a total of nearly 
942.000 acres. as follows: 85,000 acres in 
California, nearly 126,000 acres in Ore- 
gon, about 6000 acres in Idaho and about 
25,000 acres in Wyoming. Thus the re- 
arrangement which puts 26 national for- 
ests in place of 17 is accompanied by a 
net reduction in area of 225,000 acres. It 
is explained by oflicials of the depart- 
ment of agriculture that last summer's 
fire experience in the Northwest made 
it clear that many of the forest super- 
visors were in charge of units too large 
for efficient administratio.n The changes 
are a part of a general movement to de 
velop, with the aid of last vear’s expe- 
rience, the most efficient system of fire

protection possible at the present time. 
In Idaho the Clearwater, Coeur d'Alene 


and Nezperce national forests were re- | 


duced by the establishment of two new 
units, to be known as the Selway and St. 
Joe national forests, with headquarters 
at Kooskia and St. Maries, Ida. There 
was eliminated from the Nezperce sev- 
eral small tracts aggregating 520 acres. 

In Wyoming the Bonneville ‘was di- 
vided into three national forésts. The 
former Sweetwater division, the southern 
portion of the Bonneville, embracing 393,. 
950 acres, becomes the Washakie forest, 
with headquarters at Lander; the Green 
river division, the central portion of the 


forest, embracing 577,830 acres, becomes | 


the Bridgey, with headquarters at Pine- 
dale; and the northern portion of the 
forest, embracing 631,270 retains the 
name of Bonneville, with headquarters at 
Dubois. 

Fliminations aggregating 24.936 acres 
were made from the Bonneville; 2564 
acres from the southern division, 14,175 
acres from the central division, and 8197 
acres from the northern division. 

The California changes were made af- 
fecting the Klamath national forest, as

In 
connection with the latter transfer 13,755 
acres of valuable timber land located 
within the state of California were 
added to the Siskivou national forest. 

In Oregon changes were made in the 
Cascade, Chelan, Crater, Deschutes, Fre- 
mont, Malheur, Oregon, Siskiyou, Ump- 
qua, Wallowa, Whitman and Umatilla 
forests and the new Minam, Ochoco, 
Okanogan, Paulina and Santiam forests 
were established from transfers from 
the other forests mentioned. 

Eliminations from the forests in Ore- 
gon occurred as follows: 320 acres of 
patented land from the Chelan, 27,931 
acres from the Crater, 32,935 acres from 
the Deschutes, 10,606 acres frém the 
Oregon, 9610 acres from the Siskiyou 
and 44,414 acres from the Umpqua. 

The lands embraced within the vart- 
ous eliminations consist of many smafN 
bodies lying along the borders of the va- 
rious forests which upon examination were 
found to be non-forest lands or patented 
lands that could well be excluded from 
the forests. . -

Caribbean sea. They will carry 130 first-

The new steamers are designed to run 
on the service between England, Jamaica, 
Costa Rica and Santa Marta. The boats 
will be 470 feet long and 55 feet wide 
and will have a guaranteed sea speed of 
15 knots. They are twinscrew boats. 
Their route will cover 10,441 miles and 
will require 42 days for the complete 
of which about 30 days will 
be on the water both ways. 

The building of these fruit boats for 
the English service is of course a recog- 
nition of the sptendid development which 
the tropical fruit business has achieved 
in that A cargo 75.000 
bunches arriving in perfect 
condition under the improved refrigera- 
tion finds a market and 
freight charges will be less because the 
cost is distributed over a larger tonnage. 

The two features of 
United Fruit’s steamship expansion are 
its magnitude and the method of its 
financing. When the three new boats 
are in service the company will have ex- 
pended between $10,000,000 and $11,000,- 
000 in building up a fleet of the largest 
and most up-to-date fruit steamers it 
has been possible to secure. The method 
of financing involving the retirement of 
all bonds by maturity through sinking 
fund operations leaves the company in 
the end in possession of a $10,000,000 un- 
capitalized equity. Already three of the 
first boats are 75 per cent paid for and 
four or five more are 50 per cent paid. 

There is an element of local sentiment 
in this steamship development of a Bos- 
ton property. United Fruit now operates 
104 steamers of which 32 are of large 
modern type and which it owns. In addi- 
tion there are 43 chartered boats and 32 
boats of other lines which carry fruit on 
eontract. The Atlas service of the Ham- 
burg-American is one such instance. 
Boston capital through such companies 
as United Fruit, Atlantic, Gulf & West 
Indies and Merchants & Miners may 
properly be said to have one of the first 
places in the coastwise steamship serv- 
ice of the United States.

At the last general election the people 
of the state of Louisiana, by constitu- 
tional amendment, authorized the board 
of commissioners of the port of New 
Orleans—or the dock board, as it shall 
be hereinafter called—to erect and 
operate warehouses and other structures 
necessary to the commerce of that port.

More especially, as he put it, should it grad- 
ually recede from the position of defender

of policy but also as a matter of right. This enunciatiog of a new 
Republican doctrine came to be known, by reason of its exponent 
and its birthplace, as the “‘lowa idea.’ From it has evolved the 
progressive Republicanism of today. The antithesis of the latter 
is Republican regularity. 

Senator Cummins on Wednesday concluded a long speech in 
opposition to the Canadian reciprocity agreement, which, as many 
very earnest tariff reformers are convinced, is the most important 
step ever taken by a Republican administration toward the final 
overthrow of the protective tariff system. While this is consistent 
with his attitude throughout, attempts are being made by some too 
zealous friends of the proposed international contract to establish 
the contrary. Senator Cummins, it should be said in all fairness, 
has taken a very high stand in this controversy. Like some others 
who have spoken, and, like thousands who have been silent, he is 
strongly of the opinion that the course adopted in negotiating the 
agreement, as well as the course adopted in pressing it through 
Congress, is in opposition to sound, public policy. One can be 
heartily in sympathy wjth downward tariff revision and with Can- 
adian reciprocity and/yet entertain very serious doubts as to the 
wisdom of encouraging the procedure that has marked the progress 
of the latter measure from the beginning.

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made Americans realize as never betore the matter-of-fact attitude 
of the trained flier toward a problem of flight.

More and more contemporary diplom- 
acy has to do with capture of exclusive markets, political domination 
of new areas of territory in order to promote economic expansion. 
It was John Hay, an American secretary of state, who first ventured 
to say that in this field the Golden Rule was a safe guide to action, 
making for justice and wide diffusion of welfare. Now it is the 
American head of a corporation with more power than any other 
in one of the great basic industries of the world who advises that 
the policy of carrying on that business shall not be one symbolized 
by “‘a-rod of iron,” but rather one with its analogies drawn from 
friendship. 
| Even skeptics of the sincerity of the program outlined by Judge 
Gary must admit its dramatic and moral significance. Such a revy- 
olutionary ideal set forth before such an alidience by such a “captain 
of industry’ marks a new era. Whatever the motives prompting 
the utterance, the effect cannot but be wholesome. A better pro- 
gram having been defined and seemingly accepted, some honest effort 
to bring it to pass must follow, The genii of justice and good will 
having been released, they cannot be shut up again.

in fresh water as in salt. The Worcester | 
Telegram has gone into ‘the matter thor-- and 
oughly, and rather applauds the decision of 
the state fish culturist of New York’ to catty | 
on such an investigation as will leave fo- 
doubt on the Subject. The claim 44as been | 
made that the alleged lobster was only an extra large crayfish, but 
it is held, on the other hand, that it was areal lobster, because it 
had the well-developed legs and long smellers as well as the proper 
green shell of that delicious crustacean; Moreover, it appears that 
pains have never been taken to determine whether’ or not lqbsters 
will not thrive as well in atfresh water pond as in a Salt water bay. If 
they could be bred and raised in fresh water, of course, that would 
lead to the establishment of a new and important inland waterway 
industry. ' 

Pending the decision of the New York state fresh culturist, it 
might be well to consider the crayfish or, popularly speaking, the 
crawfish. As our Worcester contemporary points out, .these look 
like small lobsters, and can be raised by the mullion in rivers and 
ponds. Why raise them? A friendsof thé cray or crawfish has 
recently written to the press with the idea of bringing. about its 
cultivation in the United States. - In France and other countries 
of that section of tke world, says this writer, “these little crawfish 
are eaten at the tables of the wealthy and highly educated epicures.” 
The attitude of the agricultural department toward the crawfish 
is quite antagonistic; and, the writer adds, alluding to the depart- 
ment officials: “Let A..K. Foster and the men im the field along 
with him gather these shell dainties, drop them: for a few minutes 
into a pot of boiling water, eat them with watercress, a little pepper 
and vinegar, and the result will be that the farmers and all common- 
sense people will send them‘to the markets.- They will not only 
save the trees, but will get a good price for these crayfish. (craw- 
fish), which, I repeat, are considered a rare treat for luncheon 
among all the civilized peoples of Europe.” _ 

One would like to consider not only the crawfish but the lobster, 
aside from the boiling water process. Sometime, without doubt, 
more humane methods of ‘food preparation than those which now 
obtain will be put into practise. Unless this is “done, it is difficult 
to feel regret that the lobster is becoming scarce or that the craw- 
fish is not more generally in vogue. One need be neither fastidious 
nor overrefined or squeamish to revolt from some things that are 
done by the most highly civilized peoples everywhére. It is no 
evidence of overtenderness or overnicety towish that civilized people 
at home and abroad would strive to live*elg@ser.to their pretensions. 
And one very satisfying phase of the discussions that arise over such 
apparently trifling matters as this touched “upor here is that it is 
bound to cause these people to think harder. d deéper with regard 
to the point of advanced civilization bn wiheh most of us are so 
fond of dwelling. The lobster is mot the only present, nor the 
crawfish the only threatened, victim of the, hot-water process. There 
will be fewer of both classes as people think harder and deeper. 
We cannot change everything at once, of Course, but we can work 
toward better things constantly, amd mark the advance by better 
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treatment even of the humblest of creatuifés. * 2):
